“.... we provide free access to researchers, historians, scholars, people with print disabilities, 
and the general public. Our mission is to provide Universal Access to All Knowledge.” 
[Emphasis added]. 


is up for review. 


Notwithstanding that “/nternet Archive” has a “conflict_of interest’ within its “Internet Archive's Terms 


of Use...” and within its “About the Internet Archive” policy, we will go with the “Universal Access 


to All Knowledge” policy that appears within the /nternet Archive’s Article “About the Internet Archive.” 


What is at issue is the “Block” imposed upon the “Videos” of “Brother Nathanael Kapner’ [“Milton Kapner’] 
on my “Account” of “https://archive.org/details/@gepperly’. No reason has been given for the “Video Block” 


and | don’t believe a legitimate reason may be given. 


| expect the “Video Blocks” to be removed. All the “Videos” of “Brother Nathanael Kapner’ are recorded 


with “Universal Access to Knowledge” being kept in mind. 


What do you have against the teaching of the “Holy Bible” by “Brother Nathanael’ that warrants 
a “Video Block”?
